In  recent  months  the  HPD  has  been 
accused  of  overkill  by  various 
individuals  in  regard,  to  several  well 
media  has  faithfully  acted  to  report 
the  locale,  individuals  involved,  and 
the  number  of  shots  fired.  It  has 
failed  to  focus  upon  the  real 
question:  must  the  reportage  of 
police  battles,  and  an  investigation 
into  humane  procedures  for  dealing 
with  violent  crime  be  mutually 
exclusive? 

While  many  police-felon  encoun- 
ters may  be  fraught  with  elements  of 
the  bizarre  that  seem  to  cater  to 
"hot"    coverage,    these   items   are 


symptomatic  of  a  more  newsworthy 
issue,  the  birth  of  a  Kill  Squad 
mentality  in  the  HPD. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  local  media  will 
situation  rather  than  concentrate 
upon  the  relative  carnage  of  each 
incident.  The  public  should  be 
cognizant  of  various  legislation  con- 
cerning civilian  review  boards  which 
is  currently  pending,  and  how  to 
make  their  feelings  felt.  In  turn,  the 
media  must  concentrate  on  con- 
structing a  civic  forum  wherein 
solutions  to  the  problems  of  firefights 
in  the  streets  can  be  proposed, 
rather  than  stressing  the  heat  of  the 
fire.

Farming  InThe  Streets 

"Maureen  at  the  Tucson  Food 
Conspiracy,"  "On  the  First  Bi- 
Weekly  Eating,"  and  "We're  not  just 
a  food  store,  we're  a  community." 
These  one-liners  are  lifted  from  the 
Streetfarmers  monthly  newsletter. 
The  Streetfarmers  is  a  food 
cooperative,  which  is  unique  to 
Houston. 

It's  based  on  the  idea  that  a  group 
of  concerned  people  can  combine 
their  energies  to  fulfill  a  common 
need,  and  solve  a  common  problem. 
The  need  is  food,  the  problem  is 
cost.  The  co-op  buys  its  products  at 
cost  directly  from  farmers  and  direct 
food  importers,  thus  cutting  immedi- 
ate costs.  It  sells  to  co-op  members 
on  an  original  cost  plus  20  per  cent 
basis,  procured  on  a  pre-order  basis. 

Other  co-operatives  include  oper- 
ations, finances,  and  communica- 
tion. Each  new  member  pays  a  $5 
fee,  and  following  an  orientation 
session  works  on  the  operation  of  his 
or  her  choice. 

So  drop  by,  there's  no  phone,  at 
1800  Waugh  Drive.  Co-op  hours  are: 
Sat.,  10-6,  Sun.,  3-6,  Mon.,  6-9, 
Tues.,  6-9  (Marsha  Carter). 


But  y>u  Must  Fay  The  Rent 

Is  the  drip  in  the  kitchen  getting 
you  down?  Does  your  John  talk 
back?  If  you  have  these  or  other 
household  problems  and  are  a  renter 
in  Houston  you  have  little  or  no  legal 
protection.  A  landlord  currently  is 
not  required  by  law  to  properly 
service  and  maintain  leased  proper- 
ties. 

George  Perry  of  the  Houston  Area 
Urban  League  is  keeping  tabs  on  a 
pair  of  bills  in  the  Texas  legislature 
which  would  remedy  the  situation. 
Houston  Rep.  Ron  Waters  intro- 
duced a  House  bill  which  spells  out 
certain  standards  a  landlord  must 
remedies  for  tenants. 

Perry  says  that  in  the  Senate  the 
bill  has  been  referred  to  a  subcom- 
mittee where  Sen.  Gene  Jones  of 
Houston  is  considered  the  swing 
vote.  He  urges  Jones'  Houston  con- 
stituents. Finnell  is  chairman  of  the 
House  subcommittee  on  consumer 
protection  now  considering  the  bill. 

The  bills  are  HB  845  (House)  and 
SB  3124.  They  might  be  able  to  do 
something  for  your  drip.  (James 
Presnell) 


Why  NotTk  Best? 

Lonnie  "Fatboy"  Nolan,  of  the 
Montrose,  visited  Southwest  Hous- 
ton March  19-21,  and  re-broke  the 
world's  record  for  continuous  one- 
man  band  performing.  He  played 
non-stop  for  31  hours,  24  minutes. 

Last  year  Nolan  performed  18 
hours  at  Prufrocks  to  set  a  short- 
lived worlds  record  which  soon  was 
topped  by  a  29-hour  musical  mara- 
thon in  Baltimore. 

On  The  Border,  9441  Telephone 
Rd.  played  host  through  the  week- 
end which  featured  Nolan  aA/a 
Fatboy  performing  the  electric  or- 
gan, electric  piano,  acoustic  and 
melodica,  harmonica,  kazoo,  bass 
drum,  hi-hat  cymbals,  rhythm  sticks 
and  bells. 

Combinations  of  three  to  six 
instruments  were  played  simulta- 
neously. Even  pitstops  to  relieve 
himself  were  musically  done  and 
performed.

The  Van  Hightower  road  show 
has  made  its  appearance  in  Houston. 
Instead  of  booking  regular  engage- 
ments at  the  Astrodome  or  the 
Coliseum,  it  has  been  performing  on 
a  regular  basis  at  City  Hall.  This 
circus  has  been  orchestrated  by  the 
City  Council,  and  it  has  provided  for 
a  colorful  and  lively  event: 

Through  the  "lib"  versus  "non- 
lib"  split  in  the  female  population,  the 
council  has  prompted  the  local 
media  to  leap  into  an  action  packed 
form  of  You-Are-There  coverage. 
The  media's  willingness  to  crack  to 
the  whip  and  report  a  so-called 
debate,  rich  with  quotes  and  per- 
sonalities has  aided  the  council  in 
their  effort  to  call  for  the  eviciton  of  a 
political     appointee    on    spurious 


grounds,  and  failing  that,  settle  for 
the  demise  of  the  position.  In  acced- 
ing to  provide  coverage  of  a  lively 
nature  rather  than  seeking  to  ex- 
plore the  root  causes  and  motivation 
of  the  controversy  the  local  media 
abrogates  its  responsibility. 

Rather  than  seekingio  illuminate  a 
seedy  effort  by  the  city  council  to 
create  an  atmosphere  where  it  can 
muzzle  dissent  in  the  future,  the  local 
media  has  been  content  to  appease 
both  the  instincts  of  public  to  relish  a 
battle  and  the  need  for  higher  rat- 
ings. 

Dr.  Van  Hightower  has  become  a 
pawn  of  sorts  in  a  battle  which  the 
city  council  has  molded  and  the 
media  has  carried  into  combat.  (Bob

I  am  feeling  a  lot  better  about  this  radio 
station  now  than  I  was  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  By  no  stretch  of  the  imagination  can  I 
say  that  the  station  is  healthy,  but  it  does 
seem  to  be  moving  towards  realizing  some  of 
its  potential  now,  and  that  means  that  it 
should  grow  stronger.  I  see  a  lot  of  good 
energy  coming  into  419  Lovett  Boulevard, 
and  I  hear  a  lot  of  rich  dialogue  and  entertain- 
ment coming  out  over  the  air.  And  most  of 
this  is  coming  from  the  community,  which 
means  that  KPFT  is  closer  to  being  what  it 
intends  to  be. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  I  listed  several 
priorities  for  station  development,  which 
were  a  consistent  image  projected  by  the 
station,  and  a  meaningful  volunteer  program. 
Although  we  are  still  short  of  those 
seemingly  simple  goals,  there  has  been 
progress.  The  programming  continues  to 
hold  to  a  consistent  pattern,  and  I  hear  more 
of  a  feeling  of  KPFT's  identity  being  projected 
over  the  air.  This  should  become  even 
clearer  as  our  development  campaign  is 
implemented  this  month.  I  have  a  lot  of 
confidence  in  the  work  of  our  new  Develop- 


ment Director,  Igor  Alexander,  part  of  whose 
job  is  to  serve  as  an  advocate  for  KPFT's 
listener-sponsors. 

As  for  the  volunteers,  I  am  happy  to  report 
that  the  training  program  is  rolling  again,  so 
we  are  beginning  to  have  a  little  more 
community  involvement.  We  still  have  very 
desperate  needs,  and  we  still  need  more 
people. 

Income  has  show  a  three-month  upward 
curve,  and  has  almost  reached  the  break- 
even point,  where  we  can  begin  debt 
retirement,  recovering  ground  lost  earlier 
this  year. 

All  of  our  listeners  should  know  that  KPFT 
has  applied  to  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  for  renewal  of  its  license,  a 
process  which  involves  some  documentation 
of  the  station's  service  to  the  community. 
This  stuff  is  available,  as  all  of  our  files  are, 
for  public  inspection  at  41 9  Lovett  Boulevard. 
We  also  have  a  copy  of  the  recent  decision  by 
a  three-judge  panel  of  the  Federal  Appeals 
Court  which  says  that  the  FCC  is  not 
permitted  to  ban  seven  words  from  the  air. 
This  appeal  was  done  by  the  Pacifica 
Foundation,  and  is  a  landmark  victory  for  the 
First  Amendment.

One  percent  doesn't  sound  like 
much.  But  one  percent  can 
sometimes  make  all  the  difference. 
One  percent  can  win  or  lose  an 
election.

We  have  over  a  hundred  volunteers 
who  work  to  bring  KPFT  on  the  air 
with  the  regularity  of  a  commercial 
station,  volunteers  who  often  work  a 
40-hour  week  in  another  job  so  that 
they  can  afford  to  put  in  a  40-hour 
plus  week  with  us.  But  the  telephone 


company,  the  power  company,  and 
the  bank  cannot  volunteer  their 
services  to  us.  That's  why  we  need 
the  support  of  the  one  per  cent.
